The father of the 9-year-old boy 
who shattered the two-month boy­ 
cott by white persons of an inte­ 
grated New Orleans public school 
was looking for another job today 
determined not to submit to pres­ 
sure . 
“ I U find another job if I have 
to go to the other side of hell,” 
said John H. Thompson, 33, dur­ 
ing an exclusive interview with 
The Associated Press shortly be­ 
fore he was informed he had been 
fired from his $73-a-week job. 
Thompson was told of his dis­ 
charge when he reported for work 
at 3 p.m. Friday at the drug store 
where he was an assistant soda 
fountain manager. 
J. C. Adams, the store man­ 
ager, said he knew nothing about 
Thompson’s son attending McDon* 
ogh No. 19 school and that Thomp­ 
son was ordered dismissed Thurs­ 
day because “ he didn't cut the 
mustard.” 
, 
Thompson’s 
son, 
G r e g o r y , 
slipped unnoticed into the school 
Friday but was greeted by yells 
of “ traitor” from women demon­ 
strators when he left later accom­ 
panied by a federal marshal. 
Gregory was the first white pu­ 
pil to enter the three-story build­ 
ing in eastern New Orleans since 
a day or two after token integra­ 
tion 
he^an 
last 
Nov. 
14 
Only 
three Negro girls have attended 
McDonogh classes. 
The presence of the youngster 
set the stage for new tension in 
troubled New Orleans. The ten­ 
sion is expected to increase if 
Thompson goes ahead with plans 
to re-enter another son, now ill, 
in McDonogh Monday. 
The Thompsons and their six 
children came to New' Orleans 
from Alabama about a year ago 
and 
moved into the 
McDonogh 
neighborhood in November. Greg­ 
ory and Michael, 8. entered M c­ 
Donogh 
No. 
19 and then 
were 
shifted with other w-hite children 
to segregated schools in an ad­ 
joining county. 
“ I was raised as a segregation­ 
ist,” T uomnson said, “ but I ’ve a 
mind of my own. I lived with Ne 
groes in the service (Arm y) and 
I know that no black rubbed off 
on me. I know integration has got 
to come and there s no use trying 
to live like a hundred years ago.” 
In Atlanta, the Georgia Legis­ 
lature moved swiftly to replace 
the state’s rigid school segrega­ 
tion laws with a local control plan 
designed to hold integration to a 
minimum. 
Action was completed — except 
for correction of a typographical 
e rror—on three bills and a pro­ 
posed 
constitutional 
amendment 
prepared 
by 
Gov. 
Ernest Van­ 
diver. The governor is expected 
to receive tHe proposals for sig­ 
nature the first of the week. 
The measures represent a shift 
from the school closing philosophy

admiral was flying to Brazil to­ 
day to set up a rendezvous with 
the Santa Maria amid reports the 
rebel commander of the captive 
liner had agreed to put into a 
Brazilian port when negotiations 
to release passengers are com­ 
pleted. 
A U. S. Navy flier returning 
from a flight over the ship said 
the 
rebel 
Portuguese 
leader, 
Capt. Henry Galvao, had told him 
by radio that he was ready to 
bring the Santa Maria into ‘any 
selected Brazilian port.” 
The report by Cmdr. W'illiam 
Webster of Galvao’s offer came 
on the heels of a U.S. promise 
of 
safe 
conduct 
for 
the 
rebel 
skipper to discharge his 588 cap­ 
tive 
passengers, 
including 
42 
Americans. 
All 
the 
passengers 
aboard the fugitive vessel were 
reported well. 
Webster said Galvao had spok­ 
en to him in English and told 
him he had informed Adm. Rob 
ert L. Dennison, commander of 
the U.S. Atlantic Fleet, that he 
would circle a point on the equat­ 
or at 35 degrees west longitude 
while negotiations continue. 
The Navy disclosed that Rear 
Adm. Allen E. Smith Jr., com­ 
mander 
of

Caribbean

Frontier, had been ordered from 
naval headquarters in San Juan 
to Belem, Brazil, “ to be available 
to meet the Santa Maria if the 
ship decides to confer” with the 
Navy. 
The orders to dispatch Smith 
came after a report that Galvao 
had sent a new radio message 
to Dennison, but the details were 
not disclosed. 
A Navy public relations officer, 
James Harrington told newsmen 
in San Juan, “ you had better go 
to Belem. That’s where the big 
story will break within 16 hours.” 
He made the statement at about 
8 p.m.

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Corn Still King 
Of Silage Crops 


By GEORGE HAMRICK 
County Extension Agent, 
Agriculture 
Corn remains the “ King" of sil­ 
age crops available to Ohio farm ­ 
ers. 
Getting the most feed from an 
acre of com silage requires at­ 
tention to varieties, cultural pra­ 
ctices and time of harvest. 
Corn ear about 85 per cent di­ 
gestible, leave 60 per cent, and 
stalks about 50 per cent digestible 
on a dry weight basis. Thus, an in­ 
crease in the percentage of grain 
will increase digestibility, and. in 
effect, will produce a more con­ 
centrated feed. 
The stage of maturity at which 
com is harvested for silage great­ 
ly affects the amount of feed nut­ 
rients produced. 
Ears make up 
more than 55 per cent of the dry 
weight of the corn plant when it 
has reached the ideal 
stage of 
growth for ensiling. 
Practices which increase vegeta­ 
tive growth but interfere with ear 
development reduce the amount of 
feed nutrients per acre from the 
cora crop harvested 
as silage. 
These practices include; the plant­ 
ing of long season hybrids which 
must be harvested at an immature 
stage of growth; planting too thick, 
as is frequently the case when corn 
is drilled solid with a grain drill; 


mixing other crop plants in the row 
with corn. This is contrary to what 
has been written in farm periodi­ 
cals recently. 
* 
» 
• 
CORN PLANT population for op­ 
timum silage yields are usually the 
same as for the best grain yields. 
The percentage of total weight in 
ears, and the per cent digestible 
remained relatively constant as the 
population increased from 8.000 to 
18,500 plants per acre. Grain yield, 
total weight and TDN increased as 
the population was increased. 
Earcorn and shelled-corn silages 
are increasing in popularity. Ear- 
com silage consists of the ears, 
with or without husks, chopped fine 
or ground and put into the silo. 
Shelled-corn silage is made from 
the grain alone. The kernels may 
be cracked or whole: cracked ker­ 
nels seem to pack and keep better 
in the silo than the whole com 
gram. 
The best time to ensile earcorn 
or shelled corn is when the ker­ 
nels contain about 30 per cent mois­ 
ture. If the kernels contain less 
than 24 per cent moisture there is 
danger of excess spoilage in the 
silo or during feeding.

Taxes Not New; They Irked 
Payers Throughout History 


As we tak e pen in hand to cope 
with that annual mid-April phtnom- 
enon called income tax paym ent 
our distress m ay be lessened som e­ 
w hat if we d i v e r t our attention 
from the Internal Revenue form be­ 
fore us and consider briefly the 
conditions th a t prevailed 
in the 
D a rk Ages of tax collecting. 
Historians tell us that the first 
taxes w ere paid in produce, not 
m oney. Governm ent kitties were 
enriched by 
tribute 
from 
con­ 
quered lands and long caravans 
som etim es traveled hundreds of 
m iles to bring paym ents to an­ 
cient 
rulers. 
Frequently 
large 
duty p a y m e n t s m ysteriously 
dwindled between the farm and 
the king’s treasury, and tax ag­ 
ents am assed great wealth. 


As early as Biblical days, tax 
p aym en ts w ere a m a tte r of con­ 
cern and no little discomfort. “ P h a ­ 
rao h 's F ifth” — as cited in the Bi­ 
ble — w as a tax of 20 per cent of 
an individual’s land output that was 
paid by the E gyptians and collect­ 
ed by the Royal T reasury.

m ent of the P h a ro a h ’s Fifth was a 
severe beating with a b l u n t in­ 
stru m en t known as the “ b astin a­ 
d o ” . The l o n g e r a subject e n ­ 
dured the beating, the lower were 
his taxes — when he finally was 
convinced to pay them .

There is still an impact, particularly on 
peoples w h e r e the comm unists have 
been most e f f e c t i v e in doing their 
dirty work. 
Half a dozen Latin nations have severed 
relations with Havana. Brazil is still a 
question m ark. Outgoing Brazilian Presi­ 
dent Kubitschek has w arned that unless the 
free world “cooperates" in improving Latin 
A m erica’s economic condition revolutions 
of unknown consequences will ensue. 
He said millions of Latins are unwilling 
longer to accept their limited conditions of 
life. What he intimates is that unless the 
United States, Brazil’s biggest customer for 
coffee, sends scads of mo n e y quickly, the 
populace m ay decide to go fit ll lrent. for 
the “ better life" currently being enjoyed 
by the Cubans. The Brazilian challenge is 
one Washington should m eet dead on. 
But the belief is spreading in Latin cap­ 
itals that Castro's Cuban experiment is al­ 
read y beginning to fail and the hest policy 
is to have nothing m ore to do with him. 
Soviet observers are reported to have 
agreed privately that Castro overestimates 
what he thought would be overwhelm­ 
ing Latin reaction in his favor. In that be­ 
lief he turned insufferably dictatorial and 
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aggressive, 
even 
plotting 
invasions 
of 
neighbor nations. The flea - bitten chicken 
p l u c k e r tried to underm ine govern­ 
m ents by insisting they did not represent 
their peoples. 
Castro, being an egocentric, got too big 
for his britches. And the Latins inevitably 
are having second thoughts about him. 
It is this development which is giving 
Castro the heebie leebies. Apparently he 
was convinced Washington would continue 
to turn other cheeks, but now he isn’t so 
sure — and the comm unist co-plotters who 
f i l l e d him full of false courage are 
thousands of miles away. 
It m ust seem like an unreal situation in 
which Castro finds himself, and the silence 
from the Kremlin, which formerly prom ­ 
ised to atom-bomb the U. S. for him, would 
be enough to drive a sane m an off his rock­ 
er.

Failures Bring Success 


Research scientists are accustomed to 
throwing in the trash can a greater quan- 
ity of ideas than those which leave the lab­ 
oratory with their best wishes. They do not 
become discouraged by repeated failures 
but count each as a step toward the even­ 
tual result. 
An idea m ay be proved or disproved but 
either way some clutter of scientific un­ 
certainty has been removed. Eventually, 
after enough debris has been dicarded, the 
correct course can be found. 
F ro m the beginning, the United States 
space program has been the recipient of 
unrelenting scrutiny, complaint and dis­ 
couragement given freely by a public which 
semes strangely convinced that the U. S. 
space program will be second to that of the 
Soviet Union, no m a tte r how rapidly it 
advances. 


But subsurface missile launchers, rep re ­ 
sented by the Polaris submarine, are not 
yet in Russia’s arsenal. The U. S. has suc­ 
cessfully launched three tim es as m any 
satellites as Russia, including a new a rra y 
of valuable comm unication vehicles. 
Missile development, including anti-mis­ 
sile missiles, the ICBM, bomber-launched 
missiles and a startling arsenal of ground- 
to-air weapons are all superior to anything 
known to be produced by the Soviet. 
The launching pad is the laboratory for 
space adventure. If there are a dozen 
tim es as m an y failures as there have been 
at Cape Canaveral, the n u m b er of succes­ 
ses would still be g reater than usual­ 
ly achieved at this stage of a research pro­ 
gram . 
E very A m erican should be proud that 
the trash b a rrel has so m uch room left.

Let Us Try Again 


In his Inaugural Address. P resi­ 
dent Kennedy laid down his policy. 
Kennedy said: 
“ Let every' nation know, w heth­ 
er it wish us well or ill, that we 
fthall pay any price, bear any b ur­ 
den. meet any hardship, support 
any friend, oppose any foe to as 
aura the survival and success of 
liberty. 
“ This much we pledge —- and 
m ore.” 
Then he 
restated 
Hie 
Monroe 
D octrine in his own words: 
“ To our sister republics south of 
our border, we offer a 
special 
pledge — to convert our good 
words into good deeds — m a new 
alliance for progress — to assist 
free men and free governments in 
easting off the chains of pro vert y. 
But this peaceful revolution of hope 
eannot become the prey of hostile 
powers Let all our neighbors know 
that we shall join with them to op­ 
pose aggression or subversion any­ 
where rn the Am ericas 
And let 
every other power know that this 
hem isphere intends to rem ain the 
m aster of its own house.” 
In many respects this statem ent 
is a itrong. if not stronger than 
the original Monroe Doctrine. In 
fact, Kennedy issued a threat — 
clearly a threat — to those 
n a ­ 
tion* “ who would make them selves 
our adversary.’’ 
“ Finally, to those nations w'ho 
would m ake them selves our adver­ 
sary, we offer not a pledge but a 
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request: 
that 
both 
sides 
begin 
anew the quest for peace, before 
the dark powers of destruction un­ 
leashed by science engulf all hum­ 
anity in planned or a c c 1 d e n tai 
self-destruction 
“ We dare not tem pt them with 
weakness. For only when our arm s 
are sufficient beyond doubt can we 
be certain beyond doubt that they 
will never be employed " 
lf these statem ents are put to 
gether. they become a guiding po­ 
licy, nam ely, that the Unied Sa­ 
cs will prepare vigorously for war, 
if it should com e; that the United 
States has no program of appease 
ment but does have a program of 
the defense of liberty and territo r­ 
ial independence, for all peoples, 
particularly for those of the Amer­ 
icas. 


The United States seeks peace 
and 
is willing to negotiate for 
peace bu it will not negotiate from 
fear. He said: 
“ So let us begin anew — rernem 
bering on both sides that civility 
is not a sign of weakness, and sin­ 
cerity is always subject to proof. 
Let us never negotiate out of fear 
But let us never fear to negot­ 
iate." 
Khrushchev understands precise­ 
ly what all this m eans, He will ex­ 
cerpt these 
paragraphs 
as 
thy 
are excerpted here; he will tear 
the thought out of the verbiage and 
recognize that he is dealing with 
a tough 
hom bre, 
who 
does ,ot 
speak soft or act soft. All this will 
be clear to the 
Russian 
He 
is 
warned that good 
m anners are 
“ not a sign of w eakness,” but their 
lack can engender digust, If Khru 
shchev believes that Kennedy is a 
sissy and that he can hurl a shoe 
a? him, he is mistaken. 
On 
the 
other hand. 
President 
Kennedy must recognize that So­ 
viet Russia cannot relinquish 
its 
main objective which is to reduce 
the entire world to an acceptance 
of Marxist sociology and econom­ 
ics 
Whereas Khrushchev masks 
his intentions behind such gener­ 
ous phrases as com petitive co - ex­ 
istence, Mao Tze tung is more hon

Communist, desires a

the question on election ballots. 
A sim ilar proposal 
cleared the 
Senate but died in the House two 
years ago when Dem ocrats ex­ 
pected to rem ain in control. 
Sen. 
C. 
Stanley 
Mechem. 
R- 
Athens, Senate m ajority leader, 
said 
a new resolution is being 
drafted for early action. He as­ 
serted the m atter should not be 
put 
off because 
most 
senators 
have four-year term s. They for­ 
m erly served two years, the same 
as House m em bers. 
Thin Republican control of the 
Senate this session points up the 
need for a fast method of filling 
vacancies, in the opinion of party 
m em bers. Senate Republicans out­ 
num ber Dem ocrats only 20-18 and 
the party needs every COP vote 
to assure passage of legislation in 
event of solid Democratic opposi­ 
tion.

Such action 
would not change collection of the 
tax, however. 
The state collected more than 
$60 million in cigarette taxes last 
year. Estim ates indicate that the 
average smoker puffs between a 
pack and a park and a half a 
day.
